000,000,000 cubic feet of additional re- 
serves can be found, 

Of course there is no doubt about it. 

A ready market for surplus gas will 
make oil operation more profitable and 
oil operators more ready to undertake ad- 
ditional exploration. And as more and 
more oil discoveries are made, the greater 
will be the reserve—and surplus—of 
natural gas. 

Moreover, whatever exporting is done 
should be done now. There is an export 
market at present. There may be none in 
10 years’ time, perhaps not even in five 
years’ time. 

So far as Edmonton is concerned, a gas 
pipeline following the Yellowhead route, 
as the Westcoast company proposes, will 
make this city the centre of gas export, 
will guarantee the expenditure of a major 
portion of pipeline costs in Canada and will 
follow the government policy of serving 
Canadians first with Alberta gas. 

Since maintenance roads must follow 
all pipelines, it will assure for this city 
a good highway to the Pacific Coast and 
feeder highways into the North,

other day, and collided with a 


couple of statistics that may be 
of some interest. 

I understand that we are in the 
defence business in a large way, 
at least when tax-paying time 
comes around, and I wonder 
what we. are getting for the 
money, Maybe nobody will ever 
get mad at us again and come 
throwing eggs, but that seems a 
silly assurption if you listen to 
the generals and admirals speak 
in a voice of doom. 

The Air Force tells me it can 
win all the future wars parctically 
singlehanded, so I am wondering 
why there is no Air Force 
fighter strength in the Hawai- 
jan Islands, The vital base at 
Pearl Harbor depends momen- 
tarily on 56 Naval aircraft and 
the Air National Guard, which 
boasts some obsolete P-47s. 

This sounds a touch sinster 
when you recall that Dec. 7, 1941, 
there were 202 naval aircraft and 
273 Army Air Corps fighter 
planes on the island of Oahu. 
There were also six military air- 
fields in operation then—Wheel- 
er, Hickam, Bellows, Naval air 
station Kaneohe, Ford Island, 
and the Marine base at Ewa. 
There are only two in operation 


today — Hinckam and Barbers 
Point.

Dec. 7, 1941, there were eight 
battleships, two heavy cruisers, 
six light cruisers, 29 destroyers 
and five submarines at Pearl 


Harbor, In addition, two carriers,

@ When we quote “comparative prices’—that is, compare an Eaton. special price with the ordinary price prevailing —a thorough 
survey is made of the local market, to make certain that the special price to be quoted is substantially lower than the price at which 


this article is presently being sold in other stores as well as our own. Only when this condition is fulfilled will we quote 


comparative prices in our advertising. 


Whenever we quote a “regular price, we refer to the last price at which the merchandise was sold at Eaton’s... even though that R 


price may have been a reduction of an earlier “regular price.” Thus, if we sell an article at 4.95, reduce it to 3.98, and later on 


reduce it to 2.98 —it will be advertised as “Regular 3.98, Special price 2.98.” 
@ If we advertise an article “Regular 4.95, Special Price 3.25,” we mean that this same article has been selling for some time on our 
counters for the regular price and has been reduced for some specific reason, which we state —such as “ends of lines,” or “broken 


sizes,” or “discontinued styles.” 


These strict limitations on the use of comparative prices represent only one of the many rules we rigidly adhere to in 
order to safecuard our customers’ interests. There are many more—some of them are quoted on this page. We offer 


them as evidence of our belief that facts speak louder than fancies, and sincerity is worth more than sensationalism !
